Mosquito breeding sites monitored by helicopter were mostly drying down indicating reduced saltmarsh
mosquito production.

Three cases of locally acquired dengue were reported this week in Broward and Miami-Dade counties.

In 2023, 19 cases of locally acquired dengue have been reported.
